Farming: Abroad. 


la tte r in Boston Commercia: Bulletin. 
Let the tanners of Gr**a‘ Britain say 
w hat they please about their indep* nd- 
ence of the United States in the m at­ 
ter of food supply. Let them parade 
at will the statist ics of tie* production 
of their home fields and India,(Canada, 
etc., there is little difficulty in discern­ 
ing, on the part of the traveler in Eng­ 
land from the States,th a t our expor­ 
tations of wheat, corn, hog and dairy 
products are tearing their markets all 
to pieces, and depressing their rents 
and prices of their agricultural lands 
to an extent th at is alarming the 
social economists of the Kingdom. 
The uppermost economic topic in 
the English parliament, pres' and so­ 
cial science circles at the present time 
is the one great fact th at English 
farming must. undergo an entire revolu­ 
tion in its methods and machinery if 
| it hopes to meet with any decree of 
; success the vicissitudes through which 
i it is now passing, as a consequence of 
: its encounter with a farming competi- 
| tion of the United States. 
I have never been so unpressed with 
I the food-producmg strength of my 
I own country as I have been when 
i wandering for days oveF the wharves 
and among the storehouses of the 
great 
docks of Liverpool, where 
mountains of American wheat, corn, 
cheese, pork, butter and beef, rose 
about me on every hand, in those lo­ 
calities where the great liners of the 
Atlantic fling out t heir American car­ 
goes. How many Americans full) ap­ 
preciate tile extent of the increase in 
American 
farming 
breadth 
and 
strength that has taken place since 
1870? 
In the ten years running between 
1870 and 1880 our farming lands 
have widened 51 per cent, 
bi the 
same decade our yield of w heat, alone 
has advanced IOO per cent.—from 
287.000.000 to 456,000,000, while 
corn has leaped from 760,000,000 to 
1.772.000.000. 
Out of our 17,000,000 of laborers 
in the United States 8,000,000 are 
scratching upon the land, a proport ion 
which is as it should be, sine# of the 
$ 4 7 ,OOO.OCK),OOO estimated wealth of 
the country, farms and their equip­ 
ments count up about one-fourth of 
the entire value named. 
I have entered the low, thatched 
roof cottage of many an English farm 
home of 
the 


sometimes nestling, surmounted the 
lowly home. Its walls were of rubble 
or brick, and brown and mossy with 
age. Vines were frequently to be seen 
clambering over it, little curtains of 
mu*m) wer e in most instances stretch­ 
ed across the lower halves ofthesmall 
.indows whose casements were of 
lead and whose panes were diamond 
shaped, 
A very picturesque and very a t­ 
tractive and aesthetic home in theory 
—iii one of Berket Foster’s beautiful 
sketches. But with me enter one of 
these humble tenements, and see for 
yourself what really miserable accom­ 
modations they furnish for the hard­ 
working and poorly paid family who 
live in them. On the ground floor they 
contain o n j single living room, which 
is cooking room, eating room, sitting 
room and parlor combined, the floor 
of which is of uneven flagstones, and 
the walls of which are of rough stone 
or brick, 
bearing 
traces of hav­ 
ing 
once 
been 
white-washed. 
A 
huge 
chimney 
place 
intrudes 
into the little space of this room—a 
room containing furniture of the rud­ 
est and scantiest type. 
We should 
catalogue it, as a deal table, a swing­ 
ing deal shelf, two or three fixed shelves, 
a rough old bench, three orfour cheap 
chairs, a stool, a few hideous crock­ 
ery figure# on the mantel board, be­ 
hind an old curtain tlie meagre table 
( rockery of the family and the family 
(ironjplate. 
At the back of the living room a 
door opens on a little porch-like room 
three or four feet square, from which 
stairs to the attic ascend. 
In this 
attic, a single room, the sleeping ac­ 
commodations of the entire tamily 
will open be found. Here, upon a low 
bed, benches and settees, they all 
manage 
to 
bestow 
themselves o’ 
nights, in a very promiscuous man­ 
ner. As the head of this household 
may not be in :he receipt of more 
than sixteen shillings aweek its liv­ 
ing accommodations—it# food, cloth­ 
ing and sleeping fixtures must neces­ 
sarily 
be 
of 
the 
most wretched 
character.

From the article we quote as follows: 
“A battalion of marine# made part of 
our expedition; this was under the 
command oi Capt. John L. Broome. 
We landed at the foot of Canal street 
and proceeded to a position in front 
bf the Custom House, where the ma- 
I / 
rines were drawn up inline, with load­ 
ed pieces and flanked by the howitzers, 
loaded with shrapnel. 
The people 
made no demonstration, but look­ 
ed on in iullen 
silence. 
Captain 
Bell ar;) I, 
with 
a 
boatswains 
mate carrying 
our ensign, enter­ 
ed 
tile Custom House, where the 
postmaster received us cordially, re­ 
marking: ‘Thank God that you are 
hen . 
I have been a Union man all 
the time. 
I was appointed by Bu- 
< hanan, not by .J*-ff Davis; he only al­ 
lowed me to remain.’ The postmaster 
showed us to tlie roof of the building, 
where we found a flag staff with hal­ 
liard'. The boatswain’s mate bent on 
the flag and I reported all ready,when 
Capt. Bell gave the order. 
Hoist 
away!’ and the boatswain’s mate and 
I put our hands to the billiards and 
the stars and stripes rose into the sky 
and swelled on the breeze.’ A guard 
with a lieutenant or marines was left 
in charge of tile flag at the Custom 
House, and the landing party moved 
on 
to 
the 
City 
Hall, 
the 
crowd increasing as that small body 
of 
Union 
men 
approached 
the 
‘State flag.’ There the marines were 
again drawn up in line, and the how­ 
itzers command'd the streets; thou- 
sa nd.s oi spectators filled the open 
spaces.

force of 'a d o r' and marines, but they 
had begun to think, and the im pres- 
'ion th at resistance to United States 
authority would invoke the wrath of 
the squadron had gone abroad; still, 
no one knew but what one or two 
d’ -perate man were ready to fire the 
train that would lead to the maga­ 
zine.

Fortunately for the 
peace of tie* city of New Orleans, the 
va't crowd looked on in sullen silence 
as tne flag came down. There was no 
flag hoisted on the city hall in place 
of the State flag, for the reason that 
it had no; covered United States prop­ 
erty. 
The mi.'Sioo of the landing 
party having been accomplished, the 
officers and men returned to the levee 
in marching order, where they took 
boats for their 
respective vessels. 
The flag on tne custom house was 
guarded by the marines of the H art­ 
ford. until the urinal of Gen. Butler 
with his troops.”

The leaves of plants, trees and 
shrubs purify the atmosphere upon 
which we subsist, restoring it to its 
normal condition, rendering^ healthy 
and salubrious when vitiated by the 
breath of animals.

The question, so far as 
the production of cai bon ic acid is con­ 
cerned. is of little moment, foi the 
quantity of that gas given off during 
a night by any conceivable number of 
plants likely to be placed in a room is 
so small as to be practically harm­ 
less.

contrary, 
it 
has 
been proved that flowering plants 
are 
health 
producers, 
owing 
to 
the amount of ozone generated by 
them, and it has been asserted that, 
however produced, there seems no dif­ 
ference of opinion as to the value of 
ozone in our atmosphere, for the m a­ 
jority of chemists are agreed that it is 
the ‘great purifier,’ and not one at­ 
tributes to it any deleterious influ­ 
ence.” 
As still other testim ony it may be 
stated that an association of phar­ 
macists in Paris, discussing the ques­ 
tion of the influence of plants in bed­ 
rooms upon the health of the occu­ 
pants, the conclusion arrived at was 
that plants are beneficial, especially 
to consumptives, plants without flow­ 
ers being preferable to those in bloom. 
Then do not be afraid ot plants, either 
in living or sleeping-rooms. 
They are 
healthful to 
the occupants rather 
than otherwise.

faster but with less effort. While help­ 
ing the heart, muscular exercise helps 
the lungs also.

pumping the blood more certainly to 
the farthermost tissue of the body 
and the lungs more rapidly purifying 
the blood, other organs are benefited, 
the diaphragm, that muscle separating 
the lungs and heart from the stomach 
and liver, is rising and falling, and, 
with the increased expansion and con­ 
traction of the walls of the thorax, 
is moving all the contents of the ab­ 
domen to .activity.

B u rn in g a C rim inal IOO Y ears 
A go. 
The Leipziger Zeitung reminds its 
readers that just IOO years ago the 
punishment of burning a criminal to 
death was carried out for the last 
time in Berlin. 
It quotes from its 
issue of the time a letter, written on 
the I Btl* of August, 1780, by an eye­ 
witness, describing the punishment. 
All Berlin had been in considerableex- 
ci tem ant some days bafore. 
It was 
seventy years since a similar punish­ 
ment had been carried out in the 
Prussian capital, and it was suppos­ 
ed that the enlightened views of the 
king, no less a person than thegreat 
Frederick, would move him to com­ 
mute the punishment. The criminal 
was a servant, one Hopner, convict­ 
ed of robbing and setting fire to the 
house where his master and family 
lived. The scaffold was raised from 
the ground seven or eight feet, upon 
which there was a framework secured 
with a door, making it a sort of open 
oven, within which the condemned 
man wa# inclosed. 
The w’hole was 
covered and surrounded with wood 
and straw. The culprit was brought 
from his prison at 6 A. M. and placed 
before the Rath Haus, and. on being 
interrogated, admitted his guilt. 
His 
sentence was then read for the last 
time, the officer of the court broke his 
wand of office and Hopner was hand­ 
ed over to the executioner. 
On arriv­ 
ing at the place of execution he was 
stripped to his shirt and inclosed in 
the frame. The pile was lighted and 
it burned for three hours. 


M exican C ourtesy, 
The Mexican postoffice department 
Is a rather shaky concern in some re­ 
spects, but a lady correspondent of 
the Pittsburgh Dispatch, writing from 
the City of Mexico, says the officials 
take the belt for courtesy, or words 
to that effect: 
There never were as polite postoffice 
officials as in the City of Mexico, lam 
sure.

Iron.—It has been for a long time 
asserted and believed that the island 
of Barbadoes, with 166 square miles, 
anda population of 175,000, which is 
1,054 persons to the square mile, was 
the most densely inhabited portion of 
tho earth’s surface. 
From a conimu 
nication of Mr. John Worthington, 
the consul of the United 6tates at Va- 
letta, Malta, it appears that in the 
matter of density of population Bar­ 
badoes must yield the palm to Malta. 
T hat island contains 95 square miles 
of surface, and contains I 12,500 in­ 
habitants 
(exclusive of the British 
garrison and visitors aud non-resi­ 
dents), which is an average of 1, 500 
to the square mile. The city of Va­ 
lets a contains a great plethora of pop­ 
ulation, its area being 0.318 square 
mile, and its population 24.854, a 
population of 78,157 to the square 
mile. There is one specially populous 
quarter of Valetta, 
known as the 
Manderaggio, the area of which is 
0.004 square mile, 
or 2.56 acres, 
wherein dwell 2,544 persons—a pro­ 
portion of 636,000souls tothe square 
mile. 
If we exclude the one-third of 
the island which is unsuitable for cul­ 
tivation and the area occupied by I 
buildings, the population of Malta 
reaches the large number of 2,0 0 0 per­ 
sons to the square mile.

accused were overwhelmed; they to a 
consciousness of their own infamy ex­ 
posed; he into a ihankfmlness to a power 
beyond the skies.

SAN VO MD'S TRIAL. 
A t the opening of the district court 
Saturday morning the case of the It*ie 
of Minnesota vs. William R. Sanford 
alias Red Ray, the murderer af Hugh 
Dolan, was called. 
Considerable diffi­ 
culty was experienced in getting a jury 
over 50 men being examined before the 
requisite number of 12 was obtained. 
The case was opened by the prosecuting 
attorney stating to the jury the facts 
that he would attempt to prova. 
Sev­ 
eral witnesses were then called by the 
prosecution, the substance of the testi­ 
mony being about the same as the facts 
reported at the time of the murder, viz: 
that about IO a. rn. on the morning of 
the 13th of August, Sanford went into 
Tam Cary’s saloon, and asked the bar­ 
tender, Hugh Dolan, for a quarter to 
buy his breakfast; that Dolan gave him 
a quarter and then he went out but soon 
returned and wanted ta shake dice with 
Dolan for the drinks; that Dolan told 
him togo gel his breakfast and not lose 
the quarter ha had gambling; that there­ 
upon Sandford became angry and drew a 
revolver and threatened to shoot Dolan, 
who came out from bar and was about 
to sieze and disarm him when Sanford 
fired and ran into the street, pursued by 
Dolan, who overtook him outside Ilia 
door and throw him down, and in the 
squabble got the revolver and tried ta 
shoot Sanford who ran away aa soon as 
released, but who was pursued and cap­ 
tured and lodged in jail. 
Dolan, who 
was shot through the body, was taken ta 
the Northern Pacific Sanitarium, where 
he remained about ten days, gradually 
getting worse until the 22nd, when he 
died. 
Dr. Hemstcad, in whose care ho 
was, swore he died from the affaeta of 
the wound and that the wound was nec­ 
essarily fatal. 
The prosecution then at­ 
tempted lo produce as evidence the ante­ 
mortem statement af Dolan, but it was 
objected to by the delendant’s c a u te l 
on the ground that it was made the day 
Dolan was shot, when it was not known 
that the wound was necessarily fatal, 
and the objection was sustained by the 
court. 
The pioaacution then rested, ai.d 
Sanford was put on the stand, he being 
the only witness for for the defense, his 
testimony being as follows: 
That ha en­ 
tered Tom Cary’s saloon on the morn, g 
of the 13th to sell his revolver to Dc!..n 
that he had been gambling all night a d 
had but 15 cents left; that he offeree :o 
shake dice with Dolan for the drinks; 
that Dolan refused 
and came arr,., ,d 
from behind ilia bar and grabbed it - id 
said pay me that 2o cents you owe. ♦ at 
he gave it ta Dolan who laid it un t ie 
counter, and he asked Dolan to add IO 
cents to it and give it to him to bay a 
breakfast with; that Dolan said he co-Id 
have it, and then began to abuse b m 
and told him that he was a tramp * id 
used vile and abusive language toward 
him; that he was going out saying 'hat 
be wanted nothing to do with him, when 
Dolan came round 
the 
counter aud 
jumped on him; that Dolan tieing a big 
man he drew his revolver with which to 
defend himself; that the revolver was 
accidentally discharged in the scuffle and 
that he ran out as soon as released, hav­ 
ing had the revolver taken away from 
him by Dolan, who attempted to shoot 
him with it but failed to explode the 
cartridge. 
At the conclusion of San­ 
ford's testimony the defense rested and 
the court was then addressed by Col. 
Sleeper, for the prosecution, who was 
followed by E. W. Donaldson, attorney 
for the defendant, in an able and effec­ 
tive plea. 
Tho court then delivered las 
charge to the jury, after which they re­ 
tired to the jury room at 3 o'clock, and 
after being out about IO minutes, the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty of mur­ 
der in the second degree. 
He was then 
sentenced by the court to imprisonment 
for life, after which the couit adj our* cd.
